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markings from the application or obtain a new secrecy order recommendation from the 
federal agency responsible for the markings. 

Upon receiving the Rescinding Order dated September 7, 2000, Applicants 
requested, in a letter dated October 3, 2000 (copy enclosed), confirmation from the 
Office of Naval Research, Department of Defense that the Department of Defense 
concurs the rescission of the secrecy order for the above mentioned application. In a 
letter dated October 17, 2000 (copy enclosed), the Department of the Navy, Office of 
Naval Research responded that Naval Air Systems Command (NAVAIR) and the 
Department of Defense, acting through NAVAIR concurs in the rescissions.
